8. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Akiyama et al EP '638, cited by applicants or Brocklehurst '693. 

9. Both Akiyama et al and Brockelhurst are considered to teach synthetic resin 
container with thin wall, a mouth portion for filling, a body portion and a bottom part with 
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a heel portion having a surface that' recessed toward the interior of the container as 
claimed, note also the bottom face region bulged part toward the outside of the 
container, a bottom up face region form inwardly along t central axis and a rising region 
continuously connection the bottom face region with the bottom up region, as claimed. 

10. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected over 103 as being unpatentable over the references 
as applied to calim 1 and further in view of Cochran 

11. To have formed the container of the well known polypropylene with a weight of 
about 6 grams for a 560ml container would have been obvious of Cochran 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other plastic containers.
